Mark hits right 
notes for honour

TWO men were “executed” 
as they carried out an arson 
attack on a caravan site, a 
court heard. 

David Castell, 29, and Shane Hill, 
20, were shot and killed at Willow 
Park in Beck Row on March 15 last 
year. 

Prosecutors at Ipswich Crown 
Court claim Christopher Line, 29, 
of Willow Park, used a shotgun at 
point-blank range to murder the 
men as they carried out the attack 
at the travellers’ site. 

The landscape gardener denies 
the two charges of murder. 



The court heard last Thursday 
that a post mortem examination 
showed Mr Hill, whose body was 
found on the ground near two 
burning caravans, had been shot at 
least six times, including from 
behind. 

Mr Castell had been shot two or 
three times as he sat in a Toyota 


car, which had resulted in much of 
his head being shot off. 

Karim Khalil QC, prosecuting, 
told the jury: “They amounted to a 
calculated execution.” 

On Monday, the jury was told 
Line had been given at least 10 
warnings by police about potential 
threats to his life resulting from a 
long-running dispute. 

The court heard the most recent 
had been just three days before Mr 
Castell and Mr Hill died. 

Mr Khalil said Line is alleged to 
have told a police officer the 
dispute would end with him and 
his associate Sam Vinden, who 
lived on the same site, being killed 
or both of them serving a life 


sentence for murder. 

The jury was told Line had 
refused to accept some of the 
warnings police tried to deliver to 
him and turned down the offer of a 
mobile phone to call for help. 

It is alleged Line had slipped 
away from the site instead of 
alerting the emergency services 
after killing Mr Hill and Mr Castell 
as they set light to caravans. 

The jury was shown CCTV 
images of Mr Hill, from Stromness 
Road, Southend, and Mr Castell, of 
no fixed address, buying petrol and 
matches as they travelled to Beck 
Row. 

Jurors were told last Thursday an 
extensive search of the caravan

Residents flock to 
sign health petition 

HUNDREDS of people have thrown their 
weight behind the campaign to reopen 
Newmarket’s out-of-hours GP base in the 
last few days. 

Members of Newmarket Town Council and 
resident Cam Blyth manned the petition opposing 
the closure of the base at Newmarket Hospital in 
the middle of the town on Saturday and yesterday. 

Altogether, they collected the signatures of about 
200 people opposed to the changes introduced by 
service provider Harmoni in February. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who was among those 
gathering the names, said: “There is enormous 
concern over this taking-away of the basing of 
doctors at the hospital for out-of-hours support.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys said he had collected so many 
names on Saturday that he had had to photocopy 
more sheets. He said “It was a very positive 
response to a very unhappy situation.” 

He said the out-of-hours bases in neighbouring 
towns, which residents now have to travel to for 
doctors’ appointments outside office hours, were 
too far away. 

“If you are ill at the wrong time, you end up 
having to go to Mildenhall or Bury St Edmunds. If 
you want to see a doctor, that is just too far away - 
particularly if you have not got a car. The answer 
Harmoni gave is ‘get a taxi’ - as if people can afford 
a taxi to Mildenhall and Bury St Edmunds.” 

The petition will be handed to Harmoni at a 
patient forum which is being held at the Memorial 
Hall in Newmarket High Street between 4pm and 
7pm on Tuesday, June 26. 

Visitors will have the chance to have their say 
on the out-of-hours service at the event. Dr David 
Lee, Regional Medical Director for Harmoni, said: 

“We are aware of the petition and we will be more 
than happy to receive it. We are looking forward to 
meeting representatives from the Newmarket SUPPOR Barbara Gardiner signs the petition to 
community at the forum where we will be willing reo P en Newmarket s out-of-hours doctors service 
to discuss any concerns they may have.”

site by police had uncovered a petrol 
can and a lighter both bearing Mr 
Hill’s DNA as well as a cache of 
weapons and ammunition hidden 
inside a hessian bag. 

The court heard Line’s DNA was 
found on a number of spent shotgun 
cartridges and a double barrelled 
shotgun speckled with Mr Castell’s 
blood. 

The trial continues.

£10,000 will get village 
play area back in action 


DULLINGHAM’S play area is 
set to receive a £10,000 boost. 

The village’s parish council 
will be given the money for the 
project from the East 
Cambridgeshire Community 
Facilities (Section 106) Fund, 
which uses money from 
developers to support 
initiatives in the district. 

Cllr Tim Owen of Dullingham 
Parish Council said they were 
“absolutely delighted” their 
funding bid had been given the 
green light. He said: “I hope by 
the end of the summer holidays 
we will have the playground 
back in operation because it’s 
closed now. 

“In the autumn we will be 
able to get a new piece of 
equipment for older children. 
The first priority is to get it 
working again.” 

They plan to remove 
everything from the playground 


and level it. Some equipment 
will be refurbished and put 
back in place and other pieces 
as well as the fence will be 
replaced altogether. 

Cllr Owen said fellow parish 
councillor Jon Brooker had 
been the driving force behind a 
survey carried out to determine 
what people wanted and the 
council is now in the process of 
compiling a shopping list. 

Littleport Parish Council has 
also been promised £7,702.75 
for new play equipment and 
£199 towards a CCTV camera. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the community and 
environment committee at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, which was told the 
funding had been agreed, said: 
“It is great to see the way 
parish councils across the 
district look to use the grant 
funding which is available.” 


AN organist who has played the 
instrument publicly for 40 years 
has been recognised in the 
Queen’s birthday honours list. 

Mark Rodman was awarded a British 
Empire Medal (BEM) for services to the 
community in Newmarket in the list 
published on Saturday. 

The 49-year-old of Windsor Road, 
Newmarket, said he was still trying to 
take in the news. He said: “I just 
cannot believe that I have been 
honoured with this award. I’m quite 
honoured to receive such an award in 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee (year).” 

He plays the organ in the town’s St 
Mary’s and St Agnes’ churches and 
occasionally helps at All Saints 
Church by playing the keyboard. 

Mr Rodman was diagnosed with a 
psychogenic neurological disorder 21 
years ago, a condition which affects 
his mobility. When he started using a 
wheelchair last June, he was forced to 
stop playing the organ at Newmarket’s 
Roman Catholic church because of 
difficulty accessing it. 

For about seven years, he also helped

at Newmarket’s Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School, initially playing the 
piano, before becoming a community 
governor, vice-chairman of governors 
and then chairman. 

He only stopped last year because of 
his health. 

Mr Rodman said he enjoys making 
the instrument “speak”. He said: “It’s 
just a fascinating machine, (I like) the 
sounds and how you can make it speak 
and to be in charge of a wonderful 
instrument. It’s the king of 
instruments.” 

The organist, who was born and 
educated in Newmarket and returned 
to the town 21 years ago, will be 
presented with his award at a later 
date and will be invited to at tea party 
at Buckingham Palace next year. 

The 2012 birthday honours list saw 
the re-introduction of the BEM, often 
described as the working-class gong, 
which was revived by David Cameron 
in a reversal of John Major’s decision 
to scrap it because it clashed with the 
idea of a “classless society”.

A DAD cycled for 34 hours 
in the rain and was clipped 
by a lorry during his bid to 
raise funds for charity.

Email row over kids’ 
supermarket ballot 


A COUNCILLOR has been 
rapped for questioning 
whether Newmarket Youth 
Council was influenced in 
its vote on supermarket 
applications. 

Two emails were sent to 
town councillors following a 
youth council meeting at 
which its members named the 
Sainsbury’s plans as their 
favourite out of the develop¬ 
ment proposals also involving 
Tesco, Morrisons and Asda. 

Cllr David Hudson’s email to 
councillors Mick Jefferys and 
Chris Turner, who are 
associated with the youth 
council, said it was “highly 
deceptive” to call the group a 
youth council when he 
believed it was a schools’ 
council. He questioned its 
democratic credentials. 

In a second email, he wrote: 
“...considering the young and 
impressionable age of members 
of the youth council, is it 
possible that those who have 
jurisdiction over them 
influenced their decision to 
vote on this development and 
also to have influenced the 
result?” 

Speaking at a town council

committee meeting on 
Monday, Cllr Jefferys said: “I 
think it’s a very dangerous 
move for councillors to address 
other councillors effectively 
publicly, because everyone has 
been copied into the email. It’s 
not a personal email. It strikes 
me that it was anti-democratic 
at best and mischievous at 
worst. 

“But more than that the 
content of the emails I think 
can cause me serious concern 
as an individual. The first one 
because of the word ‘deception’ 
when I feel I don’t think I have 
deceived anyone in my life. 
The second email calls into 
question my professionalism 
as a teacher where it accuses 
myself and Cllr Turner of 
influencing the results of the 
youth council.” 

He said he would never 
attempt to persuade a young 
person to share his beliefs and 
said he thought Cllr Hudson 
should retract the comments 
about deception and influen¬ 
cing the council. He added he 
would like an apology. 

Cllr Turner said he would 
have given Cllr Hudson 


information on how the 
council was constituted had he 
asked and said accusations 
should be backed up by facts. 

As a recommendation to full 
council, the committee said: “If 
the council wishes to raise an 
item of business it should be 
raised with the town clerk who 
will then include it as an 
agenda item on the appropriate 
committee.” 

They also said they felt some 
of the content in the emails 
relating to the youth council 
had been inappropriate. 

Speaking about influencing 
the youth council, Cllr Hudson 
said: “I’m not pointing the 
finger at anyone. My concern 
is that it may have happened 
or could happen in the future 
if some safeguards are not put 
in.” 

He said discussing issues via 
email before a debate could be 
a good thing because it allows 
people to digest and fully 
understand your point of view. 

He added: “In a meeting 
situation, you can’t always get 
our message across. We have 
only got a limited time and 
other people have got to have 
their say.”

STAFF at a Newmarket charity 
shop are pulling their hair out 
over more thefts of donations 
from their doorstep. 

Bags of donated goods were 
snatched from outside Cancer 
Research UK both last Friday and the 
on June 8 between 7.45am and 
7.55am. 

The thefts follow a similar incident 
on October 4 when a man was 
captured on CCTV.

They followed the man into a small 
car park in Palace Street and accused 
him of stealing from the charity. 

Jenny said: “He came out and for a 
split second he thought we were the 
police and dropped everything and 
froze. Then of course he realised we 
weren’t the police and so he went to 
take the bags back. They were full of 
rubbish but we were not letting him 
have them.” 

They described the man as blue¬ 
eyed and in his 30s, wearing jeans, a 
dark top, a grey hat and a blue 
backpack and riding a red bike. He 
may have an Eastern European 
accent. 

Hilary said Cancer Research UK 
scientists needed the money made 
from donations. She said: “It is 
imperative that we get this money for 
research into cancer. How can we 
find a cure, how can we save lives if 
people are allowed to do this?”

A MOTHER who 
suffered the agony of 
a stillbirth is camp¬ 
aigning for the 
closure of Facebook 
pages dedicated to 
jokes about dead 
babies. 

Leanne Burgess, 30, 
from Lakenheath, 
denounced a dead baby 
jokes page she saw as 
“absolutely sick” and is 
urging people to report 
such sites to Facebook to 
get them banned. 

Mrs Burgess, whose 
child, Dylan, died in 
March 2011, said: “It 
makes me feel very 
angry. I have got to hold 
my son in my heart, not 
in my arms, and they are 
joking about it - they 
don’t have a clue how 
deep it hurts to lose your 
own child. 

“I wouldn’t wish that 
on anybody.” 

She said she had 
commented on the page 
last week, saying: “To

lose a baby, the worst 
feeling in the world” and 
immediately received a 
reply which said: “To 
lose a baby is careless”. 

Mrs Burgess, who is on 
maternity leave after the 
birth of her four-month 
old daughter Isabelle, 
said she read about the 
site on the Rainbow 
Babies Facebook page 
established for people 
who have or are trying to 
conceive a baby after 
losing a child. 

She said: “I do a lot of 
talking on there with 
ladies in similar situ¬ 
ations. It was commented 
that if we all put emails 
and messages out to the 
TV and local newspapers 
between all of us we can 
try and bring publicity to 
this site and get it 
banned because it’s 
absolutely sick.” 

More than 1,700 
people have already 
signed a petition aimed 


at shutting down a 
similar site and Mrs 
Burgess is calling on 
others to follow suit. 

The petition reads: 
“Someone created a page 
on Facebook called The 
Ultimate Dead Baby Joke 
Book, and despite all of 
the reports from people 
who are outraged about 
this page, Facebook has 
not done anything. 

“This page is filled 
with disgusting, horrific 
jokes about ‘dead’ babies, 
including survival 
tactics, recipes, sex tips, 
storing tips, eating tips 
and what to do when the 
police find you with a 
dead baby! 

“This is outrageous 
and completely inapp¬ 
ropriate. They have now 
hit an all-time low and a 
few members have aimed 
jokes at outraged girls 
who have lost their child. 
We need to stand up for 
these girls and babies for 
the sake of our friend, 
family and children.” 



The dead baby jokes 
Facebook page tells 
viewers to look at the 
page at their own risk. It 
said: “We here at Dead 
Baby Jokes take the 
safety of your children at 
heart, and do not in any 
way condone the killing 
of babies, or any other 
manner in which harm 
could come to a child.” 

Speaking to the News 
via Facebook, the owner 
of Unearthed Films and 
Unearthed Books, which 
published The Ultimate 
Dead baby Joke Book, 
said viewing the page is a 
voluntary action and if 
Mrs Burgess had not 
sought the material it 
was shared with her to 
offend her on purpose 
which was “a terrible 
thing to do”. He said they 
do not share the page 
with people who would 
get hurt. 

He said: “I’m sorry that 
she went through a 
horrible life experience 
but we all do and 
sometimes we have to 
laugh at the horror of it 
all. I’m also sorry she 
doesn’t understand 
America’s 1st 

amendment rights to free 
speech, especially when 
it comes to humor.” 

He said he and fans 
and members of the page 
had received death 
threats and been targeted 
by cyber butties.

Commuters are hit 
hardest by cuts to 
town’s bus services 


CHANGES to Newmarket’s 
bus services are “detri¬ 
mental to the public”, a 
councillor has claimed. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert of 
Newmarket Town Council 
branded as “deplorable” the 
alteration which means the last 
number 11 Stagecoach bus of 
the day leaves Bury St 
Edmunds at 5.35pm - an hour 
and three quarters earlier. 

The first number 11 bus to 
Bury now arrives at 8.42am, 
causing problems for 
passengers starting work any 
earlier. 

The number 17 service no 
longer calls at Newmarket. The 
service starting at the Fen 
Estate and passing Cambridge 
now stops at the Wilbrahams 
and its frequency has been cut. 
The first and last buses of the 
day call at Stetchworth. 

Bus route 19 which ran 
between Burrough Green and 
Haverhill has been axed 
altogether. 

Cllr Hulbert said: “It’s 
detrimental to the public. How 
are people expected to get to 
work and get home? Are 
Stagecoach having a think 
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about picking up passengers?” 

David Holliman, who 
volunteers at Newmarket 
Library helping people with 
public transport, said: “A lot of 
people have said they would 
not be able to get home from 
Bury. 

“They seem to cover 
Cambridge - they probably 
think everybody from 
Newmarket works in 
Cambridge.” 

Mr Holliman said the 
shortening of the route has 
increased the journey for those 
travelling between Newmarket 
and the south-east of 
Cambridge. He said: “A lot of 
people have said to me they 
used the 17 to get to Fulbourn 
and Cherry Hinton to see 
family, but now they have got 
to go into Cambridge and then 
change in Cambridge to go to 
Fulbourn and Cherry Hinton.” 

A Newmarket resident who 
did not want to be named said: 
“I would say they are cutting 
Newmarket off.” 

She said she previously used 
the number 17 and a relative 


sometimes travelled on the 
number 11 to work in Bury 
where he starts at 8am - but he 
now cannot get there in time. 

She said he is now forced to 
leave his house at 6.15am to 
catch a train to get him there on 
time when he needs to use 
public transport. 

Andy Campbell, managing 
director of Stagecoach 
Cambridgeshire, said the 
company had been hit by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s ongoing withdrawal 
of bus subsidies and the 20 per 
cent reduction in the 
Government’s bus service 
operators’ grant, which he said 
was effectively a fuel duty 
rebate. 

He said: “We are trying to 
provide the best coverage we 
can across the county on a 
commercial basis.” 

Mr Campbell said adding 
extra buses was highly unlikely 
but it was possible small 
changes could be made. He 
said: “If there is some specific 
thing and it’s affecting a lot of 
people we will look to see if 
any minor adjustments can be 
made.”

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Big plans unveiled for 
future of village church

A £1M APPEAL has 
been launched to 
revamp and extend a 
village church where 
people have worship¬ 
ped for hundreds of 
years. 

St Mary’s Church in 
Burwell revealed plans 
which have been years in 
the making to the village at 
the annual church fete on 
Saturday. 

An appeal brochure 
detailing the plans was 
distributed at the fete and 
copies had been handed to 
church members and 
attendees a couple of weeks 
ago. They have already 
contributed £46,000 
towards the project. 

Rev Dr Eleanor Williams, 
vicar of the medieval 
church, said: ‘Although it’s 
still very early days, I am 
both delighted and 
encouraged that so many of 
the congregation have 
already shown their 
generous support to our 
Building to Serve appeal.” 

The plans envisage the 


development of the 
church’s south-west corner 
and vestry rooms to provide 
rooms for church or 
community meetings and 
the church’s tower area will 
be enlarged to accomm¬ 
odate a kitchen, toilets as 
well as office or storage 
space. 

Under-floor heating will 
be installed, the floor will 
be levelled to make the 
whole church accessible 
and its lighting and sound 
system will also be 
modernised as part of the 
project. 

Dr Williams said in the 
appeal brochure: “St Mary’s 


isn’t just a historical 
monument. It is a building 
that has served the needs of 
its congregations and the 
village community over the 
centuries and continues to 
do so.” 

She said the cong¬ 
regation is considering how 
St Mary’s can be adapted to 
become more suitable for 
frequent community use. 
Increasing numbers of 
people use the church for 
events like school visits and 
concerts which need a big 
venue, she said, and the 
demand for such places 
will grow as the village 
does. 


Dr Williams wrote: “We 
trust that our predecessors 
would understand that we 
are following in their 
footsteps and continuing 
the tradition of adding the 
very best of what is 
available today to the best 
of former times, without 
losing any of the character 
of this magnificent 
building.” 

The plans will be 
finalised in the coming 
months and the church will 
then seek permission for 
the work. 

St Mary’s has or has been 
promised another £70,000 
which is not counted in the 
£lm it seeks. 

It plans to raise the sum 
by applying to grant¬ 
making bodies, appealing to 
individuals and community 
groups and holding 
fundraising events. 

The Building to Serve 
Appeal Team will have a 
stand at Burwell Carnival 
on Saturday.

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Jack the lad - just a 
typical 18 -year-old... 



Born with Down's syndrome, 18-year-old 
Jack Clapson is "a typical teenager", 
according to his mum. But it's not always 
easy to get people to see him that way . ..

J ACK Clapson is just 
like any other 
teenage boy. He 
adores football, argues 
with his two younger 
sisters and could eat for 
England. He is chatty, 
attentive and full of 
energy but, for much of 
his life, the 18-year-old 
has had to fight for the 
right to be treated the 
same as everyone else. 

Jack was born with 
Down's syndrome (DS) but 
his mum Tina, a nurse at 
Addenbrooke's, is 
determined that this won't 
hold him back. "I think it is 
important to get rid of the 
stereotypes," she says. 

"Sometimes the attitude 
is very much 'why would 
you want a child with 
Down's syndrome?' But I 
think that's wrong, and 
better awareness would 
help people realise that 
actually, it's not a bad 
thing." 

When Tina fell pregnant 
with Jack, aged 26, she and 
her husband were told 
blood tests signalled there 
was a slight risk that he 
could be born with Down's 
syndrome. They were 
offered amniocentesis, a 


test that would provide a 
definitive answer, but 
declined, knowing they 
wanted their baby, 
whatever the result. 

Jack was born on August 
1,1993. He was a happy, 
bouncy baby boy but the 
doctor's fears were 
confirmed, and at five days 
old he was diagnosed with 
DS. No parent wants to 
find out that their child has 
something wrong with 
them, but the last thing 
Tina wanted was sympathy. 

"We had tears - I think it 
was almost grieving for the 
child you thought you 
were going to have," she 
recalls. "But we were really 
happy and wanted to 
enjoy our first baby. We 
really wanted people to be 
happy for us and not to 
feel sympathy. We told 
close family and friends 
about the condition but 
with other friends we 
tended to wait a few weeks 
until they met Jack and 
held him rather than 
ringing everyone up and 
people saying how sorry 
they were. 


"We wanted to get all 
the new baby cards and 
congratulations and for 
everyone to be happy for 
us, rather than sad." 

Jack is one of an 
estimated 60,000 people 
in the UK living with 
Down's syndrome. It is a 
genetic condition that 
occurs because of an extra 
chromosome, making 47 
instead of the usual 46. 

This additional genetic 
material changes the 
balance of the body and 
results in characteristic 
physical and intellectual 
features, ranging from 
shorter than average height 
to a poor immune system. 

A lack of understanding 
leads many to believe that 
those with DS cannot lead 
a normal life - something 
that Tina has always strived 
to steer away from. 

"Our attitude has always 
been to treat Jack the same 
as any child and see what 
help he needs along the 
way," she says. "He is a 
typical 18-year-old boy. He 
is lazy, can be grumpy and 
moody just like any other

teenager. But in a way that 
is a good, because we want 
him to lead a normal life. 

"Jack is really sociable, he 
loves being with people 
and adult conversation. We 
are really proud of all Jack's 
achievements, especially 
his personality and ability to 
communicate. People really 
warm to him and enjoy his 
company." 

These social skills have 
meant that Jack was able to 
be brought up in 
mainstream education, 
attending his local primary 
school in Balsham before 
following his friends to 
Linton Village College. 

He is now studying on 
the IDEAL course at 
Impington Village College 
and has career hopes and 
aspirations just like any 
other young person (playing 
for West Ham being the 
ultimate one!) 

"I enjoy my course at 
Impington, especially when 
we get to play football," 

Jack laughs. "I play 
upfront!" 

Shining a light on 
employment opportunities 
for people with DS was the 
main aim of the recent 
Down's Syndrome 
Awareness Week, an 
initiative that Tina is fully 
behind. 

"Jack has done some 
good work experience, at 
the Fare shares cafe and the 
Cambridgeshire FA office, 
and really enjoyed that. 

"Wherever he has been 
they say he is willing to try 
everything and just needs a 
little bit of guidance along 
the way. 

"He talks about wanting 
his own flat and living on 
his own, and I hope that 
one day he will be able to 
live independently or semi 
independently. Living at 
home for ever wouldn't be 
good for him." 

"I enjoy being 
independent," Jack says. "I 
go on the train to Harlow 
on my own to see my Nan 
and Granddad." 

But overcoming people's 


attitudes towards disability 
can be a thankless task, and 
one that is not helped by 
the actions of comedians 
including Ricky Gervais, 
Frankie Boyle and Jimmy 
Carr, who have all sparked 
outrage for their offensive 
and ill-judged jokes. 

The Clapson family have 
grown a thick skin against 
this kind of ignorance, but 
Jack's 15-year-old sister 
Beth admits that it can be 
hard at times. "Sometimes 
on the bus to school, 
people would say stuff to 
him and Jack would think 
they were having a laugh 
with him, when actually it 
was at him. That was 
hard." 

Tina too has had to face 
up to the odd hurtful 
comment. "What I hated 
when Jack was little was 
when people said things 
that they obviously thought 
would make you feel 
better. They would say 
things like: 'Oh, but they're 
such loving children aren't 
they?' and I just wanted to 
say, well actually he can be 
really horrible and grumpy 
sometimes just like 
everyone else, and that is 
just a generalisation and a 
stereotype." 

But despite the 
challenges the family have 
faced, a positive attitude 
and a determination to 
stand up against the 
stereotypes has seen them 
through. Jack is an inspiring 
young man and proof that 
disability can be overcome. 

"My advice for other 
families in a similar situation 
would be don't shut 
yourself away and to enjoy 
your child," says Tina. "It is 
difficult at times because 
you have a child with 
special needs but I always 
try to see the positives. 

"At each stage of Jack's 
development, you always 
think: 'he is never going to 
walk, never going to talk' 
but they always do get 
there and do that one thing 
you never think they will be 
able to."

Man admits theft 
of water cylinder 

A MAN has admitted stealing a copper 
hot water cylinder, causing a flood at a 
Lakenheath house. 

Helder Melo had taken the cylinder 
and two sets of golf clubs from the 
house under renovation in High Street 
between June 20 and June 23 last year, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard last 
Wednesday. 

Melo, 39, of Sandgalls, Lakenheath, 
had been set to go on trial for an offence 
of entering the property as a trespasser 
and stealing items but before a jury was 
sworn in, he changed his plea to guilty. 

It was alleged the cylinder had been 
sold to a scrap metal merchant at 
Freckenham. The court heard the 
property was being renovated by a 
builder at the time before being offered 
to let. 

John Kellett, prosecuting, said the 
theft of the cylinder had resulted in the 
property being flooded and caused 
damage which cost hundreds of pounds 
to put right. 

Judge David Goodin told Melo he 
would continue to be granted bail until 
his next court appearance. He ordered 
the Probation Service to prepare a pre¬ 
sentence report before Melo’s 
sentencing in early July.

Young people 
to be targeted 
in crackdown 
on sex crimes 


POLICE forces have launched a 
campaign to crack down on rape 
and other serious sexual offences. 

Time to Stop, a joint Suffolk and 
Norfolk initiative, will see posters 
displayed in nightspots, adverts aired 
and officers handing out postcards 
bearing facts about rape and personal 
safety. 

An online film has also been made 
which tells the stories of three victims 
supported by Sexual Assault Referral 
Centres (SARCs). 

Forty-seven serious sexual offences 
including 22 rapes were recorded in 
Forest Heath during 2011/12 while the 
county-wide picture in the same period 
showed almost 600 serious sexual 
offences reported, including 223 rapes. 

The number of serious sexual 
offences reported has increased each 
year in both counties since 2009, in 
line with national trends. 

Figures from the Suffolk force show 
34 per cent of rape victims and 33 per 
cent of offenders were between 17 and 
24 years old - and the campaign is 
focused on raising awareness of sex 
crimes in this age bracket in particular. 

Assistant Chief Constable Charlie 
Hall, who leads protective services in 
Suffolk and Norfolk, said: “Reducing 
incidents of serious sexual violence and 
bringing offenders to justice are priority 
issues for police in both Norfolk and 
Suffolk.

“Rape remains a hugely under¬ 
reported crime. In launching this 
campaign, we aim to not only reduce 
the number of people affected but also 
to fill those who have been assaulted 
with the confidence to come forward to 
police, or to other specialist services 
locally. 

“The campaign will build upon the 
work already undertaken by police and 
partner agencies to improve the 
response and service to victims of rape 
and sexual violence in Norfolk and 
Suffolk.” 

Time to Stop is also designed to 
increase victims’ awareness of local 
support services and is designed to 
educate potential victims about 
personal safety and possible offenders 
about the consequences of committing 
sexual offences. 

Lynn Ambrose, manager of the 
Suffolk SARC The Ferns, said: “Victims 
can contact us directly and will receive 
the very same service they would if 
they chose to report to the police. We 
don’t put any pressure on them to 
report. We can securely store evidence 
gained and if they decide to report at a 
later date we will be able to help and 
support this process.” 

The SARC offers victims healthcare, 
access to forensic examination and 
support. 
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He's on top 
of the world 



S IR Ranulph Fiennes is embarking 
upon a new adventure this 
summer as comes to Cambridge 
with his tour recounting his 
adventures in a new "audience 
with..." style theatre show, Everest , 
The Eiger & More. 

Described by The Guinness Book of 
Records as "the world's greatest living 
explorer", Sir Ranulph's exploits, escapades 
and expeditions have taken him in almost 
every direction around the globe, including 
a 52,000-mile odyssey through both poles 
in the first polar circumnavigation of the 
Earth, the first crossing of Antarctica and 
the Arctic Ocean, ana the first crossing of 
the Antarctic Continent by foot.

Monarch of the Glen and Wild at Heart star Dawn Steele 
is back at Cambridge Arts Theatre in Noel Coward's 
never-before seen play. Volcano. ELLA WALKER catches 
up with her to discuss sedated lions, putting on a posh 
English accent and the joys of new motherhood 



DAWN Steele is one busy 
lady. Forthright and lovely 
the 36-year-old Scot, best 
known for playing 'sexy 
Lexie' in the BBC's Monarch 
of the Glen, is on stage at 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this 
week in Noel Coward's 
Volcano ; a tempestuous 
drama bubbling with 
scandal. 

"It's been very full on," Dawn 
tells me, calling from her dressing 
room, the sound of the play's 
volcanic centrepiece rumbling 
down the phone line. "It is kind 
of an undiscovered piece that has 
never been done before, so 
expect some surprises." 

The play, which was never 
performed during Coward's 
lifetime, is set on a fictional 
Caribbean island and tracks a love 
affair between widowed Adela 
Shelly (Jenny Seagrove) and 
philandering Guy Littleton Jason 
Durr), whose 'acid-tongued' wife 
Melissa (Steele) turns up with her 
claws out, determined to get her 
husband back. Things get more 
than a little fiery, literally and 
metaphorically. .. 

"It's all about relationships and 
affairs - it's one of those plays," 
says Dawn, with emphasis. "It's a 
really great part for me, playing a 
very posh, very English, 


aristocratic character. Melissa's a 
bit of a bitch and says whatever 
she wants. It's a fantastic role for 
me, one I don't usually get to play 
being Scottish." 

To tame her Glaswegian burr, 
the mum of one admits she's 
been studying Maggie Smith's 
haughty tone in Downton Abbey. 
"That clipped, really upper class 
accent and how she says what 
she wants when she wants," 

Dawn buzzes. "I'm obviously not 
as good as Maggie, but I'm 
trying!" 

It's a huge departure from her 
role as vet Alice Trevanion in hit 
ITV safari drama Wild at Heart , 
filmed in Africa. 

Wild at Heart will be back at 
the end of the year for a final 
Christmas special and then, after 
eight years, that's it. "It had a very 
good run," Dawn sighs. "We're 
very lucky to be going out one last 
time, it's been one of the best 
jobs I've ever done. The animals, 
and the crew, it was like a big 
family, and when else do you get 
to go to work with lions and 
elephants?" 

Dawn's looking forward to 
returning to Cambridge after 
appearing in Agatha Christie's 
Verdict at the Arts Theatre last 
year. "We've booked a little 
cottage to stay in which is really 
exciting," she says. "I love 
Cambridge, it's so beautiful."

LOVE hurts - though not too badly 
- in Nicholas Stoller’s romantic 
comedy about a doe-eyed couple 
whose rose-tinted dreams of 
marital bliss are undone by the 
pressures of everyday life. 

The Five-Year Engagement is 
written by Stoller and leading man 
Jason Segel and trades heavily on 
the winning rapport between Segel 
and British actress Emily Blunt. 

The leads gel delightfully in front 
of the cameras and kindle sparks 
of sexual chemistry that have us 
rooting for their soon-to-be-weds 
when fate conspires to tear them 
apart. 

San Francisco sous chef Tom 
(Segel) meets psychology 
graduate Violet (Blunt) at a ‘Make 
Your Own Superhero’ party. On the 
first anniversary of that meeting, 

Tom nervously pops the question 
with help from his best friend Alex 
(Chris Pratt). 

Tom’s parents Pete (David 



Paymer) and Carol (Mimi 
Kennedy) and Violet’s mother 
Sylvia (Jacki Weaver) are thrilled 
and, at the subsequent 
engagement party, bed-hopping 
ladies’ man Alex has an encounter 
with Violet’s emotionally volatile 
sister Suzie (Alison Brie) that he 
will never forget. 

Soon after, Violet secures a 
doctoral position at Michigan 
University, studying under 
Professor Winton Childs (Rhys 
Ifans), and so Tom selflessly 
sacrifices his career to follow her 
to the frozen Midwest. 

However, the move puts the 


relationship under intolerable strain 
and Tom and Violet contemplate 
breaking off the engagement to 
pursue their career ambitions in 
separate states. 

Stoller’s slick confection woos 
us with a terrific opening 30 
minutes of zinging one-liners and 
colourful supporting 
performances. After the promising 
start, the initial attraction to the 
script and the characters wanes 
and we almost fall out of love 
entirely with the film during a 
plodding and bloated middle 
section that noticeably treads 
water.

Go natural to 
boost butterfli 


B utterflies have long 
been among the 
prettiest visitors to the 
British garden, feeding on 
buddleia and other nectar- 
rich plants, providing 
movement, colour and 
interest for all as well as 
being beneficial pollinators. 

But the terrible summers of 
the last two years and the cold, 
wet weather in late spring and 
early summer have all 
contributed to a reduction in 
numbers, according to the 
charity Butterfly Conservation, 
the world's largest research 
institute for butterflies and 
moths. 

"This spring could have been 
catastrophic for butterflies, 
because it means we will have 
had three really bad breeding 
seasons in a row," says Dr 
Martin Warren, the charity's 
chief executive. 

"We have evidence that even 
common butterflies such as the 
small tortoiseshell are getting 
much rarer. Almost three- 
quarters of UK butterfly species

have decreased in population 
during the last decade. Last 
year we saw a quarter less 
butterflies than in the previous 
year." 

The weather in recent years 
has just exacerbated the 
situation, Warren continues. 

"In 2010 and 2011 we had a 
really bad July and August, as 
butterflies struggled to feed, fly 
and find a mate in the chilly 
conditions. The cold, wet 
weather in summer reduces 
their chances of survival." 

The charity is urging people 
take part in this year's Big 
Butterfly Count, from July 14 to 
August 5, in which people 
record their sightings to provide 
the vital data which helps to 


determine how best to 
conserve the UK's butterflies. 

To enter, just find a sunny 
place and spend 15 minutes 
counting every butterfly seen 
and then submit sightings 
online at www.bigbutterfly 
count.org. 

But it is also hoping that 
gardeners can help boost 
populations by encouraging a 
small patch of their garden to 
grow wild, so providing a vital 
haven for threatened species. 

"Habitats where butterflies 
breed are becoming much 
smaller, as people have gone for 
formal gardens and more 
pesticide use. Butterflies tend to 
breed in long grasses and 
wildflower meadows, but much 
of that habitat has been lost." 

Leaving a patch of your 
garden wild doesn't mean it will 
just be a mess, he says. Seeding 
it with herbs such as oreeano, 
thyme and marjoram will not 
only provide rich nectar sources 
for butterflies, but will also be 
useful in the kitchen. 

Buddleia has long been seen 
as the key species to attract 
colourful red admirals, peacocks 


WINGING IT: Buddleia is attractive to the likes of colourful 


and small tortoiseshells. But less 
showy plants such as clover, ivy 
and daisies provide caterpillars 
and butterflies with much- 
needed food and shelter. 

Steer clear of "double 
flowers" as they tend to 
produce much less nectar than 
single-flowered varieties. FI 
hybrid plants also usually 
produce very little pollen. 

Spare a few brambles and 


nettles from the chop and plant 
some wildflowers and you will 
be providing your garden 
butterflies with a vital source of 
food and shelter. 

Verbenas are good nectar 
plants, especially Verbena 
bonariensis, a very popular 
border perennial from South 
America. 

Michaelmas daisies, including 
asters, lavender, the ice plant 


red admirals 

(Sedum spectabile), scabious 
and honesty, are all butterfly 
magnets. 

Certainly this year's garden 
shows so far, including Chelsea, 
have shown a move away from 
formal towards more natural 
planting with native species - 
and if we all follow suit, we may 
give the butterflies the boost 
tney need.

OLIVER Jarvis took a stunning third place at the 80th Le 
Mans 24 Hours as Audi celebrated a historic victory and 
a clean sweep of the podium places at the weekend. 

In only his second appearance at the legendary 
endurance race, the 28-year-old Newmarket driver, 
Italian Marco Bonanomi and German Mike Rockenfeller 
brought their R18 ultra home three laps behind the 
e-tron quattro of winners Marcel Fassler, Andre Lotterer 
and Benoit Treluyer. 

Their No 1 car was the first hybrid to win the Le Mans 24 
Hours and was followed by Audi's other hybrid, the 
e-tron quattro driven by runners-up Allan McNish, Tom 
Kristensen and Dindo Capello. 

Jarvis was making his factory debut for Audi and could 
not have impressed more with three separate stints 
around the 8.47-mile circuit, totalling eight hours. 

An early problem with the car, which qualified sixth in a 
grid of 56, meant victory was always going to be unlikely, 
and further problems with oil on the windscreen, gear 
malfunctions and a hitch with the fuel system prevented 
them from delivering faster lap times. 

However, Jarvis and his two co-drivers stuck to 
their task well and deserved their 
top-three place. 

"We said that if we'd score a podium we'd be 
happy," said Jarvis, whose first appearance at 
Le Mans came in 2010 with the customer 
Kolles team. 

"I have to say we were all dreaming of a 
little bit more. Our race was 
compromised when we had to pit 
after about 10 laps with a problem on 
the rear. 

"There were numerous little things 
that added up and it meant we 
weren't in a position to challenge 
for the win. But to finish third is 
fantastic, especially as myself and 
Marco are new to the works team. 

"It's a dream come true to be 
here, let alone be on the 
podium."

Frankel storms to 11th straight win... 

And he’s 
not at his 
peak yet! 


FRANKEL produced a scarcely 
believable performance to get 
Royal Ascot off to a brilliant 
start on Tuesday. 

Sir Henry Cecil’s prized asset 
lined up in the Queen Anne Stakes 
defending a perfect 10 out of 10 
record. 

Sent off an incredible 1-10 
favourite, he settled behind his 
pacemaker and three-parts brother 
Bullet Train for the first half of the 
one-mile contest. But when jockey 
Tom Queally pressed the button, 
the four-year-old swept ahead. 

And, although old rival 
Excelebration did his best to stay 
with the world’s highest-rated 
racehorse, he had no answer and 
finished an astounding 11 lengths 
adrift - the fifth time he has been 
beaten by Cecil’s super colt. 

Excelebration, now trained by 
Aidan O’Brien after eastablishing 
his reputation with Marco Botti, 
almost paid the price for trying to 
take on Frankel. But although 
tiring, he held on for second by a 
neck from Side Glance. 

Cecil said: “It’s relief, I’m not 
surprised but relieved. 

“There’s no such thing as a 
certainty. He is a great horse - 
you’ve seen him for yourself so 
everybody can form their own 
opinion. 

“He did exactly what I thought 
but Tom said he’s still improving. 
He looks as if he’ll stay a mile and a 


quarter, so we’ll leave our options 
open. 

“He’s in the Eclipse, he’s in the 
Sussex, he’s in the Juddmonte and 
the two races at the end of the year. 
It’s very unlikely he’ll go to the 
Breeders’ Cup.” 

Queally said: “It looks like he’s 
improving. He settled, he travelled, 
he got everything else off the bridle 
when I was still sitting there - he’s 
amazing. 

“He did everything right. From 
my point of view he’s been flawless 
in the past, but I couldn’t have 
asked for anything more.” 

■ Cape Classic, a leading fancy in 
the ante-post market, looks unlikely 
to get a run in the Wokingham 
Stakes at Royal Ascot on Saturday. 

The William Haggas-trained four- 
year-old, who had been near the 
top of the betting but towards the 
bottom of the weights (8st 4lb), 
needs a host of horses to come out 
at the final declaration stage for 
him to make the cut after 85 stood 
their ground at the confirmation 
stage. Only 28 can go to post. 

■ The first two in the Melbourne 
Cup, winner Dunaden and Ed 
Dunlop’s Red Cadeaux could be set 
to clash again in Saturday’s 
Hardwicke Stakes at Ascot. 

■ Madness kick off the Adnams 
Newmarket Nights series at the July
